Angry George Cross 
supporters turned on 
NSL chairman Sam 
Papasavas, blaming him 
for the appointment of 
referees after Campelj’s 
expulsion 

Papasavas was jostled 
by spectators as he was 
escorted from the press- 
room, from where he 
had been watching the 
game, to the reserved 
players’ area by police 
before the end of the 
match. 

In the game, Cross 
took the lead after five 
minutes when Paul 
Lewis beat Mike

The game erupted 
three minutes into the 
second half when Cross 
midfielder John Cam- 
pelj was ordered off for 
elbowing Damian Mori 
in the face as the two 
Players tussled in a race 
for the ball. 

South Melbourne 
took the lead just four 
minutes later from a 
penalty when Sun- 
shine’s JohngWaddell 
pulled back Kim 
Taliadoros in the box. 

Angie Postecoglou hit 
the spot-kick to Keogh’s 
left. 

South Melbourne 
added a third goal in the 
57th minute when 
Taliadoros sped past 
Waddell and lobbed 
over Keogh before slid- 
ing the ball from an 
angle into an empty net. 

George Cross pulled 
‘a goal back when Lewis 
intercepted a back-pass 
from Wright and was 
brought down by Steve 
Blair as he was setting 
himself up to shoot on 
goal, 

Lewis converted the 
penalty, shooting to 
MacLaren’s right. 

George Cross twice 
came close to levelling 
the scores at 3-3 but

Oscar to pick up 
the pieces 


ONE week it was the adulation of a 
43, 000 crowd at the Sydney Football 


Six days later it was 
being hooted off the 
park by his owns fans 
as he captained his 
struggling club to a re- 
sounding 4-0 home 
defeat. 

So much for the 
fluctuating fortunes of 
brilliant Socceroo 
playmaker Oscar 
Crino. 

Like the rest of the 
Socceroos, it has been 
hard enough trying to 
settle back into the life 
of a part-time club 
footballer.

AC Milan ace Ruud 
Gullit was born in 
1962 in Amster- 
dam, the Nether- 


land of Suri- 
nam parents. 
At the age of 13, 
young Ruud had 
his heart set on a 
musical life, but 
even then his 
footballing skills 
had not gone un- 
noticed. 

Singing and playing 
bass with his band, Re- 
yelation Time, work- 
ing as a disc jockey in 
an Amsterdam night 
club for three years, 
the pull of music was 
strong, but not strong 
enough to keep Gullit 
off the pitch. 

Playing for the Rot- 
terdam team 
Feyenoord, he was

Even before he set 
foot in an Italian sta- 
dium, Gullit’s own 
very particular look 
left fans of the elite 
AC side, and the gene- 
ral public, agog. 

Did he have dread- 
locks because of his 
beliefs? 

Was he a practising 
Rastafarian? They 
wanted to know. 

No, Gullit assured 
them in that half- 
amused but frank way 
which has become his 
Italian hallmark, he 
just likes his hair that 
way.

Gullit, to the gene- 
ral amazement, has 
eschewed this lifestyle 
for a central Milanese 
flat.

Until recent months, 
Gullit’s relations were 
even good with the 
sensation-hungry 
fringes of the press. 

Then, he was photo- 
graphed in the com- 
pany of a woman 
sports journalist. 

The incident was 
used to mount a viru- 
lent rumour campaign 
just when a string of 
leg injuries kept him 
off the field. 

Out on the pitch, 
Gullit is everybody's 
property, and when 
given a microphone, 
he will express his 
views on most sub- 
jects, but if the 
questioner brings the 
discussion round to the 
Gullit family’s private 


life there is a stony 
silence. 

“Tt’s against my 
principles to talk about 
my private life,” he 
said in a recent TV in- 
terview in which he did 
so for the first time, 
“but they’ve mounted 
this story for the last 
three months. “I’m 
jealous of my freedom, 
and I want to be able 
to go out with my 
friends. Now things 
have changed with the 
press. I only want to 
talk about soccer and 
answer in monosyll- 
ables, so I'm not mis- 
understood.”” 

The soccer ace’s 


wife Yvonne and~ 
daughters Felicity aifd 
Sharmayne are kept 
far from the limelight, 
and Gullit intends to 
keep it this way. - 

All over Milan, 
adoring fans are wor- 
shipping soccer’s high 
priest, but in this 
priest’s own hide- 
away, Gullitmania is 
banished to guarantee 
a life resembling 
normalcy, with reggae 
marking the day’s 
beat. 

Italians love him on 
the field for his bursts 
of speed and the 
peremp-tory shakes of 
the dreadlocked mane. 

They love him off 

the field for his cordial 
simplicity and heart- 
felt beliefs. 

By rights, Italy 
should have tired of 
Gullit’s novelty. But 
no, Gullitmania shows 
no sign of abating.

Robson visit in doubt 


BRISBANE City’s 
hopes of ha g 
Bryan Robson for 
a guest stint in 
July now probably 
rest in the hands 
of their fellow 
Queensland Soc- 
cer Federation 
clubs. 

City’s propsal to 
have the England and 
Manchester United 
captain play in their 
XXX League matclr 
against Pine Rivers at 
Spencer Park on July 
30 is in direct breach 
of QSF policy set 
down in June 1987. 

The then manage- 

ment committee mi- 
nuted a four-point 
policy on guest players 
after confusion arose 
over a guest appear- 
ance by former Celtic 
captain Danny 
McGrain with Roche- 
dale Rovers. McGrain 
signed for four match- 
es, then reduced it to 
three. 
- The QSF allowed 
the guest appearance 
to go ahead but then 
adopted as policy that 
all guest stints in fu- 
ture must be for a 
minimum of four 
matches. 

The QSF also ruled 
that guest players must 
have represented their 
country at A level, 
could not play for 
another club in the 
Federation and had to 
be cleared by the club 
holding their contract. 

Brisbane City 
secretary John Pon- 
turo admitted he was 
not aware of the QSF 
policy when he 
announced the Rob- 
son guest visit, nor had 
it been mentioned 
when he first raised 
the idea with new QSF 
president, Wallace 
Dann, 

But the QSF minute 
of June 23, 1987 is 
quite clear. 

To overcome the 
hurdle, Brisbane City 
must now apply to the 
management commit- 
tee to overrule their 
two-year policy or 
have the Council of 
Clubs accept, with a 75 
per cent majority, a 
resolution waivering 
the guest appearance 
tules. 

While many clubs 
are keen to see Rob- 
son and are likely to 
support any resolu- 
tion, relations be- 
tween a number of 
clubs and City have 
been stretched in re- 
‘cent months and they 
may be loathe to offer 
any support. 

Ponturo remains 
confident the guest 
appearance will go 
ahead, although City 
are still to gain a play- 
ing clearance from 


Manchester United for 
Robson. 

“It would be a 
shame if everything 
was put in place and 
then Queensland soc- 
cer followers were de- 
nied seeing the Eng- 
land captain because 
of these guest player 
rules,” he said. 

QSF secretary Jim 
Gilbert said he could 
not pre-empt any man- 
agement committee 
ruling on the matter 
but said he was well 
aware at the time of 
City’s announcement 
that existing QSF poli- 
cy provided for a mini- 
mum of four matches 
for guest players. 

“Had I been asked, 
I certainly would have 
advised those people 
concerned,” he said.

Daunting task

FORMER Austra- 
lian Youth player 
Calvin Daunt will 
be out for the re- 
mainder of the 
season after his 
jaw was broken a 
week ago. 

Daunt, 27, required 
major surgery, includ- 
ing wiring of the injury 
after he was felled by 
an elbow while playin;

Coalstars player- 
coach Mark Brusasco 
claimed the elbow had 
been deliberate and 
issued a stinging attack 
on City, although he 
declined to name the 
player involved. 

“It’s a sorry state

Brusasco said. 

But Brisbane City 
secretary John Pon- 
turo claimed the inci- 
dent has been an acci- 
dent. 

“The player was 
genuinely upset and 
concerned when he 
discovered how se- 
rious the injury was af- 
ter the match,” he 
said. 

Daunt’s injury came 
at a time when he was 
just getting back to his 
best form after a slow 
start.

Daunt regularly nets 
around 10 goals per 
season.

For the future, the operation of the Olympic 
squad as a separate entity from the Socceroos calls 
for additional expenditure. 

Moving into 1989, the Sydney Football Stadium 
match against Israel grossed $335,000, which re- 
duced to $270,000 after ground costs. 

After deduction of players and coaching ex- 
penses, fares and other incidentals the ASF came 
out of the big game handsomely, even though the 
pot of gold at the end of the World Cup rainbow 
worth $1.25 mill could not be realised due to not 
winning the Oceania tournament, and therefore 
missing the opportunity to overcome the winner of 
South American Group 2 and go to Rome in June 
next year. 

ASW takes the opportunity to extend best 
wishes to new ASF life members Andrew Lederer 
and Peter Nikolich. :
